By CHARLOTTE ADAMS 
Associated Press Food Editor 
Candy, this holiday season is 
hard to come by, but there are 
certain simple confections you 
can make at home and be sure 
that the tradition of sweets for 
Christmas is upheld.

Blind Author 
Shoots To K ill 
On Typewriter

Napa, 
Calif.—Two 
hundred 
villains, 2 0 0 heroes, 2 0 0 beautiful 
girls and 2 0 0 complicated action 
plots have come from the fertile 
mind of Napa’s blind 
western 
story author, Charles H. Snow7. 
Totally blind for 30 years, as the 
result of an explosion, he 
has 
written 
2 0 0 book length novels 
and more than 50 short stories. 
“I 
hope 
that 
some 
people 
found my books 
entertaining,” 
he said when his publishers ac­ 
cepted his 2 0 0 th manuscript. 
Born in Lake county. Calif., in 
1877. Snow' went to Alaska when 
he was 2 0 , and from there to the 
Klondike. Later he and a broth­ 
er prospected in Central America 
and back to the States through 
Mexico. Shortly after his return, 
he lost his sight. 
Broke, uneducated and with 
no training except as a mining 
prospectors, 
the 
future 
looked 
plenty black to Snow. 
“I was at loose ends,” he re­ 
calls, “until my brother suggest­ 
ed that since I always had been 
a great liar and as wre had seen 
enough in our travels to make 
interesting lies, I might make a 
living by putting some of them 
on paper.” 
Four years passed before his 
first story wTas accepted. During 
that time he was Napa corres­ 
pondent for San Francisco and 
Sacramento newspapers. But he 
had no opportunity to learn to 
use a typewriter, so he fitted out 
a standard machine with char­ 
acters which indicated, to his 
touch, the different letters. He 
still uses this machine. 
Snow uses five pen names, at 
the behest of his various pub­ 
lishers. 
He sticks to a regular 
work schedule and his only time 
off is one day between stories.

Wild Country 
Rescue Made By 
Jungle Pilots 


Headquarters Panama Canal 
Department (TP) — Out of a re­ 
mote jungle village in the un­ 
explored Darien country of Pan­ 
ama, the plane flew into a wild 
tropic storm which sent flaming 
electrical discharges across its 
wings and tore at the controls. It 
was the climax of hours of plan­ 
ning which sent Lt. Edward Rob- 
binson Wiley of Santa Barbara, 
Calif., on another mercy mission 
for the Sixth air force. 
In the tiny rear cockpit were 
Genoveva Bustamente, 15,- with 
acute 
appendicitis, 
and 
her 
brother. Tofilo Martinez. The pi­ 
lot fought the bucking 
plane 
through the down drafts which 
forced him lower and lower to­ 
ward the jungle and the sea. As 
the plane crashed, the gale sw7ept 
off the canopy and hurled the 
girl and her brother into the 
ocean. 
Wiley dove after them, fought 
the surge of the waves to pull the 
desperately-ill girl into the deep 
mud of the jungle where they 
camped through the night in a 
swampy grove. 
Daylight and clearer weather 
permitted them to track a huge 
SOS in the mud at low tide. 
Sixth air force planes found the 
signal after the operations room 
signalled the word for a search 
which involved navy as well as 
army planes. 
Flight surgeons stood by with 
.special 
parachute 
equipment 
ready to land for an emergency 
operation on the beach, if nec­ 


essary. 
A 
rubber 
boat 
was 
dropped which Wiley and Mar­ 
tinez dragged through half a 
mile of mud to a little inlet. A 
shark followed them on the long 
paddle to a PT boat which could 
get no nearer than six miles to 


the muddy shore. 
This is only one of the stories 
of rescue operations by the Sixth 
air force now keeping watch over 
the Panam a canal. 
Big troop 
carriers, ducks and observation 
craft are all used on these m is­ 


sions. The rescue of Genoveva 
brought expressions of gratitude 
from Foreign Minister Samuel 
Lewis, Jr., of Panama. “La Es­ 
trella 
de 
Panam a,” 
leading 
newspaper, urged that Lt. Wiley 
be given a decoration.

The process, which involves j 
use of chemicals, recently saved 
4,480 gallons of fresh water dur- j 
ing a trial run by a hospital 
ship, says “Ships” magazine. Or­ 
dinarily this ship carries 30,000 j 
sheets; with sea-water launder- i 
ing only 8,700 sheets were re-; 
quired—roughly a saving of two- I 
thirds in the linen inventory.
